Argentina, Peru, 
Venezuela. The non-Communist labor movement usually only moves when shackles are actually 
a-- 'lied to their c-n activities, ‘he re fore they must be pushed or coerced into activity. 
It flay be possible that certain contacts within U.S. labor orgs. may be used to supplemer 
the pushing" of ORIT. It, is believed however, that it would take quite a bit o;xxniixx 
vehement anti-WSBRURNT eovt. propaganda' tq~rmve them to suppression of ORIT activities.
